The great crisis in the Chinese revo¬ 
lution has been reached. The over¬ 
whelming defeat at Han Yang came un¬ 
expectedly to the revolutionists and 
their sympathizers south of Yang-tse. 
Even the radicals admit that the revo¬ 
lution is held together by a slender 
thread. Wireless reports from Han 
kow indicated that it is comparatively 
quiet around Hankow and Wu Chang. 
The gates, of the latter city are closed. 
The imperialists are occupying Han 
Yang and Hankow. They are making 
great preparations and are awaiting re¬ 
enforcements before a grand assault on 
Wu Chang is attempted. It is reported 
that big re-enforcements continue to j 
join the rebels, but the loss of the | 
arsenal and the resultant shortage of 
ammunition is fatal. All eyes are 
turned on Nanking, where General 
Chang holds out. He is surrounded on 
every side and escape is impossible, 
unless the re-enforcements promised 
by Premier Yuan, by way of Pu Kow, 
reach him in time, which is not 
improbable. Chang is favored by the 
strength of the walls and gates and 
the lightness of the revolutionary 
guns. The fact that the fleet has not 
taken part in the bombardment is re¬ 
garded as of great significance. 

The Viceroy of Nanking and Tartar 
General, in fear of General Chang, the 
imperialistic commander, have taken 
refuge in the Japanese Consulate, in 
which only the Consul remains. He is 
the sole official representative of for¬ 
eign interests now in Nanking. The 
Consulate is well guarded by marines. 

Reports are circulated that Yuen 
Shi Kai intends to assume the regency, 
if not the throne. Friends of the 
Premier, fearing for his assassination 
by either Manchus or Chinese, recently 
solicited several of the foreign lega¬ 
tions to take measures to protect him. 

If the Premier were able to obtain 
a foreign loan he would control the 
situation. The opinion is held, how¬ 
ever, that the revolution is by no 
means ended. The legations believe 
the dynasty is saved, unless the rebels 
succeed in fulfilling their threat to kill 
Yuan Shi Kai with dynamite. 


Third Robbery Sends Hall’s Men Into 
Fresno County 

Convinced that systematic robbery 
of a number of State rural postoffices 
is planned by a band of yeggmen 
working in California, United States 
Postal Inspector Hall has dispatched 
a number of Federal sleuths to Fresno 
county, where they will take up the 
trail of the “pete men” who recently 
blew open the safe in the Postoffice 
in Barindo, Fresno county, and ob¬ 
tained $17 in cash and $25 worth of 
stamps. The robbery is the third of 
its kind that has occurred within the 
week, the safes in postoffices in Bay 
Point and Florence, Cal., having been 
rifled within the last seven days and 
small amounts obtained at each. In 
each town the methods of operation 
were the same.

While warning his schoolmates to 
look out for a heavy truck team re¬ 
cently, Robbie Glanz, 7 years old, son j 
of Harry H. Glanz, of Hartford, Cal., 
was hit by a taxicab and so seriously 
injured that he died an hour later on 
the operating table.

The explosion of a gallon of distil¬ 
late a few days ago caused the death 
of two young men who were engaged 
in drilling a well at Capitola Heights, 
near Santa Cruz, John Witt, aged 28, 
and Guy Houston, aged 19. Both men 
were taken to a sanatorium and 
passed away within a few minutes of 
each other. 

Despondent over the loss of both 
legs below the knee, William Crooks, 
a laborer, penniless and friendless, 
stabbed himself twice in the heart 
and then in the throat at the County 
Hospital at Willows recently. He was 
35 years old and lost both feet by 
being run over by a freight train a 
few days ago. 

After being trailed for two and a 
half years, John Edwards, known 
along the Pacific Coast as “the King 
of the Opium Ring,” was arrested 
lately at his home in San Francisco 
after a terrible struggle. In the attic 
of his flat the officers secured the 
biggest haul of morphine, cocaine and 
opium ever found in the possession of 
one man.

BIG DEFICIT CONFRONTS STATE 


Public Service Corporation Tax Falls 
Short of Demand 8 . 

With the discovery by State Senator 
C. P. Cutten, chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, that the State 
faces a deficit of nearly $500,000 this 
year from the operation of the new 
law dividing State and county taxes, 
plans are being made for calling an¬ 
other special session of the Legisla¬ 
ture at the close of the present ex¬ 
traordinary session. 

Not only does it appear from Cut- 
ten’s figures that the actual deficit in 
the State revenues will be $450,162 75 
for the year ending June 30, 1912, but 
a comparison with the revenue which 
would have been received under the 
old system shows that the new law 
has cost the State over $3,000,000 for 
the current fiscal year.

FRENCH SEEK ARTIFICIAL MILK 


Rise in Prices Causing Trouble for 
Large Consumers 

Farmers ami manufacturers in 
France have been reduced to the 
last extremities by the enforced 
rise n the price of that commodity, 
and have been experimenting with an 
artificial substitute for which great 
things are claimed. By steeping the 
beans of the soja plant, a variety of 
pea indigenous to Asia, and grinding 
them afterward, a white homogeneous 
liquid is obtained, strongly resembling 
milk in composition. From this quite 
passable cheeses have been made, 
although its use for drinking purposes 
not is quite practicable.

The Government of France has de¬ 
cided to give a medal to all those 
who took part in the war of 1870 
against Germany. 

The British press and public have 
asked for time to consider the Ger¬ 
man Foreign Minister’s accounts of 
the Moroccan negotiations with Sir 
Edward Grey. 

The announcement that the Reich¬ 
stag elections will be held on Janu¬ 
ary 12 finds the various political 
parties in Berlin ready to begin an 
active campaign. 

In order to establish the same order 
in aerial navigation as in merchant 
shipping a register is being estab¬ 
lished at Lloyd’s London, for aero¬ 
planes and airships. 

So hard are automobiles hitting the 
railroads in Great Britain that several 
lines are losing heavily and may be 
closed at any time. One Scottish line 
has already succumbed. 

It is learned that Germany is negoti¬ 
ating with Spain for the acquisition of 
territory in Rio Muni, or Spanish 
Guinea, where it is proposed to estab¬ 
lish wharves and factories. 

Eight hundred Zapatistas, led by 
General Zapata, have been defeated 
by 450 Federals under Garcia Aragon 
at Santa Ana. Sixty-two of the enemy 
were killed, including Jesus Morales, 
a leader, who has made much trouble 
for the Government, and many others 
were wounded, Zapata escaped. Ara¬ 
gon lost one killed and five wounded. 

A bloodless pistol duel took place in 
Paris recently between Professor 
Langevin and Gus*we Thery, who 
made public letters alleged to have 
been written by Mme. Curie to Pro¬ 
fessor Langevin. Neither adversary 
fired, whereupon the seconds dis¬ 
charged the pistols of the principals 
in the air. The adversaries left the 
field unreconciled.

WOMEN NEED NOT 
TEIiTHEIR AGES 

Must Give Name and Address 
of Nearest Relative 


HSUAN TUNG. 


B«by Eitiperor of China, Pup¬ 
pet of Contending Faction*. 


Assemblyman George H. Harlan of 
Marin county introduced in the Assem¬ 
bly at the special session of the Legis¬ 
lature at Sacramento a series of bills 
through the medium of which the ma¬ 
chinery for the putting into effect of 
the woman suffrage amendment is 
provided. It is expressly provided that 
a woman registering need not give 
lier age. All that she is required to 
■do is to certify that she is more than 
21 years of age. There is a check on 
that, however, for she must furnish to 
the deputy registrar who takes the 
registration the name and postoffice 
address of her nearest relative, from 
whom, if necessary, data corroborating 
that subscribed to in her affidavit may 
be secured. 

There is deeper meaning in that pro¬ 
vision making it necessary for a wom¬ 
an to give the name and address of 
her nearest relative. Harlan believes 
that many of the dissolute women of 
the slums will not register knowing 
that they will be forced to give the 
correct name and address of their 
nearest relative. It is to shut out from 
the polls dissolute characters as not 
proper electors that, in part, the pro¬ 
vision was drafted. 

The first of the series of suffrage 
bills provides the classes of women 
who may register as voters. First, 
there is the native-born woman; sec¬ 
ond, the naturalized woman, for wom¬ 
en, the same as men, may be natural¬ 
ized, and there is also the third class 
for alien women, who, by reason of 
marriage to American citizens, have 
become citizens. There is no mention 
made of that considerable class of 
American-born women who have mar¬ 
ried foreigners. They lose their right 
to vote and there is no attempt made 
in the Harlan measure to restore that 
privilege. 




The Postoffice Department has es¬ 
tablished new offices at El Segundo, 
Los Angeles county, and Stanislaus, 
Tuolumne county. 

All records as to the quality of fowls 
exhibited were broken at the Oakland 
Poultry Show. Four of the fowls ex¬ 
hibited were valued at $1000 each. 

The three men arrested at Geyser- 
ville, one of whom was shot in the 
shoulder, have proved to be escapes 
from the Mendocino State Hospital. 

The forest fires near Santa Barbara 
have been checked, owing to a sud¬ 
den shift of the wind. Ranchers have 
been hit rather hard, but no loss of 
life. 

The Pacific Gold Company’s dredger 
No. 1, one of the boats of the Guggen¬ 
heim fleet in Oroville, sprung a leak 
recently and sunk to the bottom of its 
pond. 

San Francisco is to have within 
the next few days a traffic squad of 
police for the regulation of traffic on 
Market street, between Second and 
Sixth streets. 

The convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, in session at At¬ 
lanta, Ga., has appointed four of San 
Francisco’s representatives on impor¬ 
tant committees. 

Fifteen Californians have been 
named by Governor Johnson as dele¬ 
gates from this State to the National 
Irrigation Congress to convene in Chi¬ 
cago December 5. 

Mrs. Oliver T. Biyant of Los An¬ 
geles has been named by Governor 
Johnson as a member of the State 
Board of Charities and Corrections, to 
succeed C. Moore of Los Angeles. 

The last will of the late David Kirk- i 
Patrick of Milpitas, leaving his $15,000 
estate to the First Presbyterian 
Church at San Jose and the six broth¬ 
ers of his third wife, has been broken. 

Following the disappearance of M. 
V. Stanford, Marysville manager for 
the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, on November 4, reports of 
a shortage of $500 in his accounts 
have been circulated. 

There has been considerable excite¬ 
ment in the Hotel Del Monte, Monte¬ 
rey county, over the threatened re¬ 
moval of the postoffice from the 
sacred and exclusive precincts of the 
aristocratic caravansary. 

Fire at the Vendome Hotel, San 
Jose, one of the best known hostelries 
in the State, did damage estimated 
at. between $4000 and $5000 in the 
upper floor of the south wing of the 
building a few days ago. 

Ed Chattolait has been sentenced to 
serve five years’ imprisonment in Fol¬ 
som penitentiary by Judge Emmet Sea- 
well at Santa Rosa. The man was. ar¬ 


rested recently for having robbed a 
saloon at that place pf $400. 

James B. Bocarde, one of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s best-known business men and 
recently elected a Supervisor of that 
place, died suddenly a few nights ago 
in the ballroom of the St. Francis in 
the midnight waltz of the Royal Arch 
Masons. 

Prohibitionists of Berkeley are jubi¬ 
lant as a result of the announcement 
made by City Clerk Seaborn that the 
“sealed package’’ amendment petition, 
permitting the sale of liquor in sealed 
packages at that place, was found to 
contain an insufficient number of 
names of qualified citizens. 

The discovery of a new process of 
preparing seeded raisins by which 
they can be handled entirely before 
Christmas, eliminating labor and sub¬ 
stituting machinery, is announced by 
a Fresno raisin corporation. The new 
process prevents the berries “gum¬ 
ming’’ before being placed in cartons. 

Aroused by jealousy because Wong 
Chee, a fisherman, had purchased 
Fook Yin, a slave favorite of the Louie 
family, Louie Deng, a highbinder of 
the On Yick tong, who lives in Oak¬ 
land, shot and killed Wong recently 
in the doorway of the Wong home. 
Louie was arrested and charged with 
murder. 

That George Vallier and Harry 
Goble may have received in a tunnel 
two miles above Kennet the injuries 
that resulted in the death of the form¬ 
er and a murder charge against Dan¬ 
iel Fleming was the substance of tes¬ 
timony given by Robert W. Winn, por 
ter on the car “Edinburg,” in the trial 
of Fleming at Redding, Cal., recently. 

After a chase which led through 
three counties rnd resulted in his ar¬ 
rest at Pajai >, .'lass Bath, a burly 
negro, established an alibi at San Jose, 
and in all probability will not be taken 
tb Modesto to face a cha'rge of having 
made an assault on Miss Etta Sullivan, 
a 17-year-old clerk, on the night of 
November 17th. Bath showed the 
officers his signature on the register 
of the St. Charles Hotel for that date. 


SECRET WIRE INTO 
M’MANIGAL’S CELL 

Walls of Los Angeles County 
Jail Have Ears 

A bit of twisted wire dangling slant¬ 
wise from an upper window has led to 
investigation by counsel defending 
James B. McNamara which convinced 
them that the walls of the Los An¬ 
geles County Jail have ears, or any¬ 
way, one ear, which has heard many 
confidential speeches. The wire runs 
from a window in an unoccupied cell- 
room on the third floor of the jail 
down to another unoccupied room on 
the second floor. Visitors who used to 
go to see Ortie E. McManigal, who is, 
perhaps, the State’s mainstay in the 
attempt to show that McNamara 
caused the death of Charles J. Hag¬ 
gerty by blowing up the Los Angeles 
Times building, saw him in the upper 
room. A detective, and perhaps a 
stenographer, were in the lower one; 
but, for all practical purposes, the wire 
transported them into the very pres¬ 
ence of persons who talked to Mc¬ 
Manigal while the Grand Jury was in 
session. 

What this device has meant to the 
State in the trial became manifest 
upon inspection of the list of names of 
those who visited McManigal. When 
visitors call upon him they are taken 
with him into a cell on the Temple- 
street side, empty except for a desk, 
like a school teacher's desk, in the 
middle, and some chairs. While the 
dictaphone was in active service Mc¬ 
Manigal sat at the desk, his back to 
the window. His visitor naturally 
stood or sat in front of him, facing the 
dictaphone desk.

The Italian fleet has entered the 
Sea of Marmora and it is believed an 
engagement with the Turkish fleet ia 
imminent.

A knockout blow to the belief held 
for years in Oregon that under the 
State law no divorced person could 
marry within six months after receiv¬ 
ing his decree was delivered by Jus¬ 
tice Bean of the Supreme Court at 
Salem, Ore., recently. He ruled that 
the six months’ rule holds only where 
the defendant opposes the divorce and 
files an answer. 


Case to Go to Federal Grand 
Jury in Los Angeles 

After a night in the County Jail at 
Salinas recently, the Chinese taken 
from the gasoline sloop Comrade were 
taken singly before Inspector of Im¬ 
migration Charles T. Cornell and ques¬ 
tioned by the aid of an interpreter. 
Most of the Chinese admitted that they 
had no right to enter this country, but 
several of them claimed to have had 
certificates of admission which, ac¬ 
cording to their stories, had been lost 
or destroyed. While the questioning 
was going on instructions were re¬ 
ceived from the office .of the United 
States Attorney here to arrange for 
the deportation of those Chinese who 
pleaded guilty and to continue the 
cases against the others. 

The questioning was mainly directed 
to ascertaining the identity of those in 
the smuggling ring, in addition to 
those already captured. 

All the Chinese arrested are young 
men of apparent intelligence. With 
one exception they have discarded 
their queues. They were held on bail 
of $2000 each, which was not furnished. 

Word has been sent to all Federal 
officials and police to keep a close 
watch on the various Chinatowns, par¬ 
ticularly in the interior towns, to as¬ 
sist in the capture of ten of the Chi¬ 
nese brought in on the Comrade and 
who are known to have escaped. Cap¬ 
tain Rice admitted that he had taken 
thirty-two Chinese aboard his boat, 
and of them only twenty-two were cap¬ 
tured by >be Monterey policemen. 


GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


Suit for $50,000 damages has been 
instituted by Mrs. Lavina Crabbe, as 
administratrix of the estate of William 
R. Crabbe, against the Mammoth Chan¬ 
nel Gold Mining Company at Oroville, 
Cal. The complaint alleges that 
Crabbe was employed as a miner by 
the company, and that, owing to the 
failure of the aompany to properly tim¬ 
ber its holdings, a rock weighing a 
ton fell upon Crabbe, instantly killing 
him. 

Declaring that he will tell every¬ 
thing he knows about the Goodman 
murder when the proper time arrives, 
John S. Rogers, held as a suspect and 
believed to have slain the jewelry 
salesman with a hatchet, gradually is 
growing more and more sullen in his 
I cell at the City Prison in San Fran- 
| cisco. The Coroner’s inquest into the 
murder has been postponed until De¬ 
cember 5 th, at which time the entire 
evidence will be threshed out. 


Admiral Murdock, commander of the 
Asiatic station, has sent two of his 
ships, the collier Pompeii and the gun¬ 
boat Quiros, up the Yang-tse Kiang 
from Shanghai to Nanking, where 
General Chang, with the flower of the 
imperial Chinese army, is beseiged by 
the revolutionaries. This will make a 
force of four American naval vessels 
lying in the river off Nanking, with as 
many more warships of other national¬ 
ities.
